CHEAPER 


In November and December, 
there is an extra incentive to take soil 
samples. You can save 40 percent on 
the cost of testing a sample at the 
Auburn University Soil Testing Lab 
before January 1. After the first of 
the year, a soil sample will be five 
dollars for a routine analysis. How- 
ever, the cost this fall is still three 
dollars. Alabama growers. are 
currently spending less than six 
cents per acre for soil testing. 
Compare that to the 40 to 50 dollars 
per acre spent on lime and fertilizer 
for row crops. Soil testing is one of 
the best bargains you can use to cut 
production costs and increase yields. 
Coffee County farmers are among 
the top counties in soil sampling.

HOUSEPLANTS 


Il am sure most of you have 
already gotten your houseplants 
moved in because of the little cold 
snap we had. Here are some 
reminders about moving plants 
inside. Be sure to provide adequate 
light for your plants. If you change 
the amount of light drastically, your 
plant will go into shock and could 
shed the leaves and turn extremely 
yellow. Place your plants so that they 
not be in the draft of heater duct. 
This tends to dry the plant out. 
Check you plants for insects. If you 
find any, control them with an 
insecticide or manually pick them 
off. Scale insects are the hardest to 
detect. You have to examine the 
leaves and stems very closely. Be 
sure to keep plants adequately 
watered, but don't keep them too 
wet. Too much water will gause root 
rots. 


APHIDS ON TURNIPS 


Aphids are frequently pests on 
young fall turnips. These pests hide 
on the underside of leaves and often 
go undetected until the population 


reaches its peak. It is much easier to 
spray for these insects if the turnips 
are planted in rows. Spray the plants 
with a hand sprayer. Go down each 
side of the row and direct the spray 
under the leaves and upward to get 
good coverage. Use two teaspoons of 
Malathion per gallon of spray to 
control aphids. Do not harvest 
greens for three days after spraying. 
Repeat applications to kill newly 
hatched aphids, as well as those that 
escape previous sprayings. 


KEEP YARD RAKED 


Have you been putting off raking 
your yard until all the leaves or pine 
straw have fallen? If so, you could be 
harming your grass. A bed of leaves 
or straw covering your yard can cut 
off normal light, air and water to the 
grass. This is especially critical when 
you have a new lawn in which the 
grass isn't well established. Young, 
tender grass can't stand long periods 
of being covered with leaves. Save 
the raked leaves for a compost that 
can be used later to improve the soil 
or use them immediately to mulch 
your ornamentals, Pine straw also 
makes an excellent mulch.

ALL ABOUT TURKEY 


When we think about holiday 
dinners, the first food that usually 
comes to mind is turkey. Turkey has 
been the centerpiece of the holiday 
dinner, especially at Thanksgiving, 
for so long that its presence is 
unquestioned. Because turkey is the 
star of the show, you want it to look 
and taste great. Here are the main 
points to consider when planning 
your turkey dinner 

1. Stuff the turkey just before 
roasting. Stuffing the turkey early 
can cause undesirable bacteria to 
grow. 

2. Brush the turkey with butter or 
margarine before roasting to 
enhance the browning quality, flavor 
and moistness of the skin. 

3, Roast the turkey completely at 
one time. By interrupting the 
cooking time, undesired bacteria is 
more ltkely to develop. 

4. Allow the turkey to stand one 
minute per pound for easier carving. 
For example, allow the turkey to 
stank 20 minutes for a 20 pound 
turkey. 

5. Leftover turkey can be cut from 
the bone and frozen for up to 8 to 10 
weeks. 

6. In buying turkey allow 3/4 to | 
pound of turkey weight per serving 
for a turkey 12 pounds and under. 
For a turkey over 12 pounds, allow 
1/2 to 3/4 pound of turkey weight 
per person.

CLEANING BRASS 


Now is the time of year when 
people start thinking about cleaning 
their metals. I've had some calls 
recently on how toclean brass. There 
are several ways to do this, but only 
a few are listed here. Test any 
method to be sure you get the effect 
you want. Some cleaning methods 
remove the mellowness of antique 
brass. 

...Wash the piece in hot, soapy 
water. Rinse and dry it to remove 
surtace grime. Wax if desired with a 
furniture wax 

...Dampen a soft cloth with boiled 
linseed oil and rub the surface until it 
shines. 

..Rub the piece with table salt 
moistened with hot vinegar or lemon 
juice. Wash in hot, soapy water. 
Rinse in hot water and dry well 
...Pour ammonia in a glass bowl, 
Soak the brass piece for a few 
minutes. For large objects, rub them 
with a cloth dampened with 
ammonia, Wash the piece in hot, 
soapy water, rinse and dry. Polish it 
using a paste of whiting and linseed 
oil.

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County tobacco tax hits snag 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
Noy, 24, at the courthouse in 
Enterprise and agreed to put the 
proposed tobacco tax on_ hold 
pending the outcome of a lawsuit in 
Geneva County concerning the 
legality of such a tax. 

County Attorney Warren Rowe 
told the commission that the tobacco 
industry had filed a suit against 
Geneva County challenging the 
recent implementation of a tobacco 
tax in that county and pledged to file 
a similar suit against Coffee County 
if it went ahead and implemented a 
tax approved at the commission 
meeting on Monday, Nov. 10 

Rowe stated he would defend the 
commission if it was sued and would 
sue anyone on behalf of the county, 
but said it was foolish to implement 
the tax when it was almost a sure 
thing that such action would result in 
a lawsuit. 

The commissioners agreed with 
Rowe's recommendation and voted 
to rescind its earlier motion to 
implement the tax until the suit in 
Geneva County was settled. The suit 
is expected to take six months to 
resolve and will delay any collection 
of the tobacco tax which was 
earmarked for use by the Coffee 
County Firefighters Association. 

The bi-weekly meeting began at 9 
a.m., and after the routine approval 
of minutes the commission was 
presented with a bili for legal! fees 
incurred during the recent court case 
which resulted in the redistricting of 
the Coffee County Commission and 


commissions in nine surrounding 
counties. The total bill was in the 
amount of $355,000 and Rowe 
estimated the’county’s share would 
be $13,000. 

The commission discussed the 
bill, but agreed to table any action on 
paying the bill and to challenge the 
amount of the bill in court. 

In other action at the meeting, 
the commission: 

***proclaimed the week of Nov.

Police Chief John White reported

14 people expected to die on 


state roads during holidays 


The Alabama Dept. of Public 
Safety estimates that 14 people will 
be killed in traffic accidents during 
the Thanksgiving holiday weekend, 
according to Col. Byron Prescott, 
department director. 

The holiday began at 6 p.m. 
Wednesday, Noy. 26, and ends at 
midnight Sunday, Nov. 30, for a total 
of 102 hours. Last year there were 
eight traffic fatalities during the 
holiday, five rural and three urban, 

Prescott said he expects a heavy 
traffic flow as motorists take to 
Alabama's highways to be with 
family and friends over the 
Thanksgiving holiday. 

Prescott urged all drivers to 
exercise extra caution while driving 
during this and other holiday 
periods. ‘‘To help ensure the safest 
holiday possible, we encourage all 
motorists to drive defensively and 
courteously, remembering that they 
share the roadways with many other 
drivers,’ he said. 

All available state troopers will 
be patrolling to remove dangerous 
drivers from the roadways, Prescott 
said. He said a federal overtime 
program aimed at speed limit 
enforcement will allow additional 
troopers to patrol during the holiday, 

Prescott urged motorists to obey 
the speed limit and all other traffic 
laws, use safety belts and child 
restraints and never drink and drive. 

“The drinking driver is the 


greatest threat to traffic safety, 
and Alabama's laws provide the 
means to deal firmly with those who 
commit the crime of driving under 
the influence,’’ Prescott said. 

Alabama's DUI law provides for 
attendance of DUI school, loss of the 
driving privilege for 90 days, 
imprisonment of up to one year and a 
fine of $250 to $1,000 upon first 
conviction, Second and subsequent 
convictions carry increasingly severe 
penalties. 


lyzer machine was working ‘‘and is 
fantastic.’’ He said otherwise the 
department work had been routine. 

Mayor Bob English commended 
the police department on their work 
during the state football playoffs. He 
said traffic control had’ been great 
and the escort service to Siias was 
also very professional. 

The city council adopted an 
ordinance concerning the use of the 
chemical test for intoxication of 
automobile drivers. It was due to the 
purchase of the new intoxilyzer and 
recommended changes in local law 
from the state offices. 

Pickup of commercial garbage 
consumed most of the council 
meeting. Mayor English reported on 
the time survey requested by the 
council, He presented the council 
with a list of businesses that needed 
everyday pickup and how long the 
truck was at their businesses. 
English also presented the group 
with the estimated cost of operating 
the one truck with two men. After 
computing this and figuring in a 
proposed increase on some users, he 
disclosed the department would take 
in $28,620 in revenue opposed to an 


operating cost of $57,822.70. This 
would leave a deficit of $29,202.70 to 
be absorbed by the general fund. 
This was figured on 2470 hours per 
year at $23.41 per hour for two men, 
truck repair, gasoline and 
depreciation. 

The council members discussed 
the deficit, but in the end approved 
the new rates and the change to 
three-day-a-week pickup’ for the 
other 118 commercial accounts. 
English expressed an opinion that 
this change from everyday service 
would cut some of the overtime now 
being experienced by the 
department. 

The new schedule will go into 
effect on January 1, with continuing 
review of the accounts to move them 
into or out of the daily pickup group. 
Rates for the group of everyday 
pickup vary from $15 to $100 a month 
while the three-day service accounts 
remain at $10 a month. 

Council members were told that 
federal law now removes them from 
any control over the rates of Cable 
TV and the recently-announced 
increase by Storer Cable was their 
decision and theirs alone. 


Mistrial is declared in Tucker murder trial 


A Piké County jury of seven men 
and six women deliberated for nearly 
four hours last Thursday before 
announcing it could not reach a 
verdict in the murder-for-hire trial of 
LaDonna Tucker, prompting Circuit 
Judge Riley Green to declare the 
trial a mistrial, setting the stage for a 
third trial in the S-year-old murder 


case. 

Mrs. Tucker, formerly of 
Enterprise, was originally found 
guilty of capital murder and 
sentenced to life in prison in March, 
1982; however, the Alabama 
Supreme Court reversed the decision 
stating the state couldn't try Tucker 
on capital murder charges and 


ordered a second trial. The trial was 
held in Troy after a successful 
motion for a change in venue. 


Mrs. Tucker will be retried in the 
murder charge involving the 1981 
death of her husband, and attorneys 
on both sides expressed confidence 
of the outcome of the third trial.
